By 
dividing  the  thickness  of  a  bundle  of  regular  size  by  the  number  of  sheets  in 
the  bundle,  the  thickness  of  each  sheet  is  ascertained.

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DEFINITIONS  AND  RULES 

For  Figuring  Paper  Box  Board. 

(United  States  Standard.) 


Bundle. — A  Bundle  of  box  board  is  a  standard  package  of  same  weighiug 

50  lbs.    The  weight  of  a  bundle  does  not  vary. 
Number. — The  "  Number  "  of  straw  board  indicates  the  number  of  sheets 

of  a  specified  size  in  a  bundle  weighing  50  lbs. 

Begular  Size. — The  regular  or  Standard  Size  of  straw  board  adopted  for 
the  United  States  is  26x38,  containing  988  square  Inches. 

Begular  Number. — ^The  Regular  Number  indicates  the  number  of  sheets, 
26x38  in  size,  in  a  bundle  of  50  lbs. 

NOTE: — When  the  number  of  straw  board  is  specified  In  an  order  for 
same,  and  no  size  is  given,  26x38,  or  the  regular  size,  will  be  furnished. 

Count. — By  "  Count  "  is  meant  the  number  of  sheets  in  a  bundle  of  50  lbs., 
and  the  term  is  usually  used  in  place  of  '*  number  "  in  referring  to  the 
number  of  sheets  of  an  odd  size,  or  other  than  26x38. 

Surface  in  Each  Bundle. — In  each  bundle  of  box  board  there  is,  for  each 
weight  or  thickness,  the  same  number  of  square  inches  of  surface,  no 
matter  in  what  size  sheets  it  may  be  cut.  To  illustrate:  A  regular  No. 
60  straw  board  is  a  bundle  containing  50  sheets  26x38  inches  in  size;  or 
988  inches  (surface  one  sheet)  x  50=49,400  square  inches. 

Thickness  of  Each  Begular  Number. — The  Thickness  of  each  Regular 
Number  of  boards  is  determined  by  and  depends  upon  the  number  of 
square  inches  of  surface  necessary  to  make,  with  50  lbs.  of  board,  as 
many  sheets  26x38  as  the  regular  number  calls  for.  To  illustrate:  In 
making  regular  No.  50  board,  the  stock  must  be  made  such  thickness 
that  when  finished  50  lbs.  will  contain  49,400  square  inches  of  surface. 

Special  Sizes. — Any  special  size  desired  can  be  cut  from  the  web  at  the 
mills,  and  from  the  preceding  statements  it  will  be  apparent  that  if  the 
special  size  is  smaller  than  26x38  (or  contains  less  than  988  square 
inches),  there  would  be  more  sheets  in  a  bundle;  and  contra,  if  larger 
than  26x88,  there  would  be  a  less  number  of  sheets.  Therefore,  the 
count  of  an  odd:Slzed  sheet  depends:  /lr»^,  upon  the  thickness  desired, 
and  second^  upon  the  size  of  the  sheet. 


To  Beterxnine  Coiint  of  Odd  Size  Sheets. — If  not  sure  of  the  regular  num- 
ber  of  the  board  desired,  determine  same  by  Gauge  List  Divide  the 
number  of  square  inches  in  a  bundle  of  the  regular  number  desired,  by 
the  square  inches  in  the  special  size  sheet  desired,  and  the  result  is  the 
'^number*'  or  "count"  of  the  special  size  desired. 

To  Determine  Begular  Number  of  Any  Special  Size. — Knowing  the  count 
number  of  square  inches  in  a  bundle  of  the  regular  number  desired  by 
the  count,  the  result  being  the  "surface"  in  the  bundle.  Divide  the  sur- 
face by  the  square  inches  in  a  regular  sheet  (26x38=968),  and  the  result 
is  the  "regular  number."

1000  gallons  of  water  dissolves  22  lbs.  of  sulphate  of  lime  paper  fillers. 
Good  retention  of  such  fillers  can  therefore  only  be  expected  when  they 
are  used  in  considerable  amount 


To  convert  absolutely  dry  fibre  into  air-dry  on  10  %  basis,  divide  the 
percentage  or  weight  of  absolutely  dry  fibre  by  90  and  multiply  by  100. 

SPECIFIC  GRAVITY. 

The  specific  gravity  of  a  substance  is  its  weight  as  compared  with  the 
weight  of  an  equal  bulk  of  water.  For  example,  a  cubic  foot  of  wrought 
iron  weighs  about  480  pounds,  while  a  cubic  foot  of  water  weighs  62.355 
pounds.    The  specific  gravity  of  wrought  Iron  is  therefore  7.7. 

Hydrometers  are  instruments  for  determining  the  specific  gravity  of 
liquids.  They  are  commonly  marked  with  an  arbitrary  scale  giving  de- 
grees.   In  Beaume's  scale  used  on  bleach  hydrometers,

WATER,  HEAT,  POWER. 

Hardness  of  water  is  commonly  caused  by  lime  and  magnesia  com- 
pounds. 

The  more  common  scale-forming  constituents  in  water  are  sulphate  of 
lime,  carbonate  of  lime,  carbonate  of  magnesia  carbonate  of  iron. 

Chloride  of  magnesia  in  water  is  especially  objectionable,  as  it  causes 
corrosion. 

Foaming  in  the  boiler  4s  often  caused  by  muddy  deposits  of  soft  scale. 
It  may  also  be  due  to  carbonate  of  soda  In  the  water  or  in  boiler  compounds 
used. 

Boiler  incrustation  is  caused  by : — 

1.  Deposition  of  suspended  matter. 

2.  Precipitation  of  dissolved  salts  by  concentration. 

3.  Precipitation  of  carbonates  of  lime  and  magnesia,  as  the  carbonic 
acid  which  holds  them  in  solution  is  boiled  off. 

4.  Precipitation  of  sulphate  of  lime,  which  is  less  soluble  in  hot  than  in 
cold  water. 

5.  Deposition  of  magnesia  by  decomposition  of  magnesia  salts  under 
heat 

6.  Deposition  of  lime  soaps,  etc.,  formed  when  grease  is  present. 
1-16-inch  of  scale  is  estimated  to  cause  a  loss  of  13  %  of  fuel,  and  %-Inch 

a  loss  of  nearly  40  %.    The  presence  of  scale  also  endangers  the  life  and 
safety  of  the  boiler. 

Do  not  use  secret  compounds  to  keep  down  scale.  Boiler  compounds 
should  always  be  specially  made  up  to  suit  the  requirements  of  each  water 
as  determined  by  chemical  analysis,  and  you  should  know  what  you  are 
paying  for. 


706r  Statistical  Information, 

The  Fahrenheit  thermometer  is  the  one  in  common  use  in  this  country 
and  England.  The  Reaumur  thermometer  is  used  in  parts  of  Europe. 
The  Centigrade  or  Celsius  thermometer  is  used  where  the  metric  system 
prevails  and  in  all  scientific  work.

Flue 
boilers,  12  sq.  ft ;  cylinder  boilers,  10  sq.  ft 

Under  the  best  conditions  about  75  %  of  the  heat  developed  by  anthracite 
coals  may  be  obtained  in  the  steam.  With  bituminous  coals  it  is  difficult 
to  obtain  as  much  as  65  %. 

The  amount  of  heat  required  to  raise  one  pound  of  water  one  degree 
Fahrenheit  is  called  a  British  thermal  unit,  the  abbreviation  of  which  is 
B.  T.  U.  The  approximate  heating  powers  of  some  typical  An^erlcan  coals 
are  given  below,  although  individual  lots  are  liable  to  vary  from  these 
figures : —
